Result« In Great JjOhb of lilfe— 
Tiittle Hope of llescuing’ the 
Entombec* Men. 


Pittsburi?:, Jan. 25.—Nearly two hundred 
men have been, entombed in the H awick 
rnlno of the Allofiheny Coal company at 
<^’hn.swick. Genera! M anager Scheetz gives 
little hope th at many of the men will be 
brought to the Hurfaec. The explo.sion oc- 
»‘urrod at 8:20 this mornint? at the bottom 
f»r one* o the .shafts, presum ably caused by 
!iri‘ damp. It was 4 o’clock this afternoon 
>»r fore It wa.s po.s.slble to m ake the first 
attem pt at re.scue. Two men tried to get 
into the mine by way of .stairs through air 
i^hafts, but wore finally driven back by 
t’oAi 1 air. The m ain shaft of the mine, 220 
¡’4< t dcnp, wa.s made usele.ss by the explo- 
Kton, which hurled both cages, one of 
y.'hoih was within thirty feet of the bot- 
'^oni of the shaft. IhrouRh the tipple, 
thirty feet above the .surface. 
, Shortly after 5 o’clock tem porary rig- 
Linfi wa.s j)ut in place over the mouth of 


I the main .shaft and a bucket carrying 
Selvyn M. Taylor, mining engineer, and 
J. M. ilayurn was low'ered into the .shaft 
Thore was .«ilenco fo fully forty minute.s 
aft< r the engc roaeljed the bottom. Then 
came a .siimmon.s to haul up. When the 
cage reached the top Rayburn was therTe 
and with him was Adolph Oorgle, a miner 
still alive, but ga.sping for breath an4 evi­ 
dently seriously injured. Agitin the-cage 
went down and this tlm,e it carried E 
Taylor, an assistant of Selvyn Taylor, anc 
al.'^o Robert North and J. McCan, who had 
made the first attem pt. 


The village of Hardw ick th a t surrounds 
thf mining v/orkings was horror .stricken 
all day. W ives and relatives of entombed 
men have crowded about the entrance pit, 
be.seeohiiig for news of loved one.«* below. 
Doctors have been .'summoned from sur­ 
rounding towns and al.so from Pittsburg. 


^lanager Scheetz .said to night to tlie 
As.vociated Pre.ss' th at the explo.sion w'as 
:-o terrific that boHf cages were blown 
from the shaft, one a distance of over 
one hundred feet. 
He also said ''th at at 
least one hundred and fifty mep are in 
the mine and expres.sed fear there fire a 
nimibcr more, although he said there are 
tceveral men on the pay roll who did not 
report this morning. 


MANY ARB DEAD. 


From al Ithat can be gathered at this 
hour between 180 and 190 men are lying 
dead in the heading.s and passagew ays of 
the mine. Cage after cage has gone down 
Ituo the mine and come up again, but only 
one miner of all those th at went down to 
work thi.s morning ha.s been brought to 
ihii surface. In addition to the m iners at 
work when the explosion occurred It 
now believed th at Selw’yn M. Taylor, a 
P ittsburg fnining engineer, who plotted 
I he mine and who w'as the first to reach 
the bottom after the explo.<?ion happened, 
j.s also now am ong the dead. 


One of the re.scuers who went in witl^ 
Taylor saj’s th at after the iiarty had gotiH 
a considerable distance he began to feel 
ylok and dizzy and then .saw Taylor stag­ 
ger and fall. His lantern fell, others tried 
to lift him up, but could not carry him, 
and they made their own way to .safety. 


Three rescuers woh have returned to 
the surface declare that, in their opinion, 
all In the mine outside of the rescue party, 
r.re dead, including Engineer Taylor.

Convention Considers Report of 
Scàie 'Committee—>Bnt Few

Indianapolis, Jan. 25.—The national con 
vention of the United Mine W orkers be 
fore adjournm ent to day went into execu 
tive se.ssion to consider the report of the 
scale committee. 
But few changes were 
m ade in construction. 
An am endment 
providing for election of national officers 
by direct vote of delegates to the niitional 
convention was defeated. 


Probably the most im portant feature of 
consideration of the constitution com m it 
tee’s report was the decided action taken 
by the convention against adopting the 
stam p system for collection of per capita 
taxes and dues. The recommendation of 
the committee that the .system be adopt­ 
ed was killed imder leadership of Illinois 
and Ohio. 


The initiation fee of the organization 
was fixed at $10 for practical miner.s. For 
• ohcrs the fee Is left to di.scretlon of the 
district. 


A resolution w’a.s adopted providing th at 
the organization go one record against 
dlsfranchi.sement because‘of race, color or 
I)revious servitude.

Army Appropriation Bill Passed

W ashington, Jan. 25.—The senate to day 
hoard further discu.ssion*on the question 
of appointm ents to office made during con- 
grcs.slonal recesses, listened to speeches 
on he isthm ian canal question by Morgan 
and passed a num ber of bills of a .semi­ 
public character. 
As a result of debate 
on the appointm ent question a resolution 
asking for specific inform ation concerning 
the nom ination of W. D, Crum, collector 
of custom s a t Charleston, S. C., was pa.ss- 
ed. A resolution asking for sim ilar infor­ 
mation concerning 
the nomination 
of 
B rigadier General Wood and other arm y 
officers w ent over until to morrow. Among 
bills pasesd was one authorizing érection 
of a monument to the memory of John 
Paul Jones. 


M organ addre.s.sed the .senate on his 
rc.solution instructing the president to en­ 
ter into negotiations wiih N icaraugua and 
Costa Rico, looking to construction of the 
canal via the N icaragua route. 


He contended the protocals with Nica­ 
ragua and Costa Rico negotiated by Pres­ 
ident McKinley were binding to the United 
Statets, 
The agreem ents could not be 
obliterated, he said, by closing our eyes 
to them, but on the contrary they would 
live to reproach t is if we perm itted the 
prcsldentto violate them, 
Morgan de­ 
clared the president had willfully violated 
the Spooner act requiring him to turn 
to the N icaragua route in case of failure 
to secure desirable conce.ssions for the 
Panam a route. 
He said the president 
could not justify evasion of the law by 
attem pt to .show he had observed “The 
essence of the law.” 
If th a t policy was 
to bo pursued the time would come when 
we w^ould be compelled to add to the

IN TKE IROQUOIS THEATRE 
FIRE INQUIRY 


Mayor of Chicago and Other 
City Officers Held to Await 
Action of the Grand Jury— 
Warrants for Arrest to Issue.

Managers Of Worlds Fair Urge 
Exhibitors Not to Delav

Thesu pri’isc af­ 
fairs that you show with so mucii 
pride at your county fairs and boast 
about are mere infants, pigmy bubies, 
beside tbe punkins raised by the Penn­ 
sylvania farmers.

ibg int i i^ce that resembles a cow­ 
shed owning a barn tiiat looks like a 
mansion. Big barns, they are always 
spick and span in white paint and 
with green blinds and shutters. Their 
fences, too, put to shame that of the 
average New England farmer. Few 
tumble down, tottering, weather beat­ 
en fences are seen on Pennsylvania 
farms. But this is a digression. The 
punkins are the main thing, the pride 
and biulwark of the Keystone State. 


VThose punkins are raised and tended 
as carefully aa blooded stock. They 
feed them on milk twice a day, morn­ 
ing and night, not skimmed milk ei­ 
ther, but the best Jersey fluid, thick 
with cream. This milk diet is begun 
with the punkin of tender age and con­ 
tinued through the age of maturi^. 
The way those milk fed punkins get 
fat and rotund and , wax strong is al­ 
most unbelievable. They put iron bands 
around them, and the punkins swell 
until they burst the bands as though 
they were paper. They are the San- 
dows among punkins. One .who has 
never seen ft Penn^lvania punkin field

Chicago, Jan. 23.—The coroner’s jury 
which for three weeks has been listening 
to evidence relating to the fire in the Iro- 
cjuois theatre to night returned a verdict 
by which the foliow^Ing persons are held 
to aw ait action of the grand jury: 


C arter H. H arrison, m ayor of Chicago. 
^VillIam II. Musham, ftre m arshal city of 
Chicago. 


Will J. Davis, proprietor in part and 
m anger of the theatre. 


George W illiams, building commis.«ioner 
of Chicago. 


Edw ard l.^ughlin, building inspector un 
der Williams. 


W illiam Sailers, firepan in the theatre. 
Jam<ig E. Cumming.4, stage carpenter. 
William Mullen, who had charge of the 
light th at cau.sed the fire. 


The report of the Jury w as not expected 
before morning and the announcement 
th at a verdict had been reached a t 11 
o’clock to night created much surprise. 
The coroner at once decided th at all 
men who .should be held by tho verdict to 
the grand Jury .should bo taken into cus­ 
tody to night. He. therefore, a t once pre­ 
pared w arrants for thoir arrest and called 
upon the police departm ent for officers to 
serve them. 


“ I do not expect th at .some of these men 
who .aro likely to be held w’ill try to es­ 
cape,” said the coroner, “hut some who 
have not largo property interests m ight 
take it into their heads to do so. 
I do 
not intend there shall be any m istakes in 
that direction laid to my departm ent. If 
I cau.se the arrest of one I am compelled 
to .cause the arrest of all and there w’ill 
b e . no . favoritism shown, no m atter who 
are the men held by the Jury.” 


As soon as the findings of the jury wore 
r.nnounced details fo ofOcers.were a t OX)£j|. 
sent for the meiv named In the verdict, 
wUth orders to bring them in at once, an4 
if they could not furnish bail they wpfc 
to be taken to jail for the night. 


Findings of the jury follow*: 
The cause of the fire was drapery com* 
ing into contact with a flood arc light; 
city laws were not complied with relating 
to building ordinances 
regulating 
fire 
alarm boxes, fire apparatus, dam per or 
flues on and over the stage and fly gal­ 
leries; violation of the ordinance requir­ 
ing fireproofing of scenery and all w’ood- 
work on and about the stage; asbestos 
curtain wholly inadequate and entirely de­ 
stroyed: building ordinances violated in 
that ai.sles were enclosed on each side of 
the lower boxes and absence of fire ap­ 
paratus on the orchestra floor; ordinances 
violated in th at there was no fire ap­ 
paratus in the gallery or first balcony. 


W ill J. Davis is held re.«ponsible a.^ 
president and general manager. He was 
prim arily re.^onsible for the observance 
of the laws and bound to see th at his 
employes Wore properly instrttcted as to 
their duties in ca.se of fire. 


In relation to Mayor H arrison the ver­ 
dict reads: 


“ We hold C arter H. Harri.son, m ayor of 
the city of Chicago, responsible, as he 
has .shown a lam entable lack of force, and 
his effort to e.scape responsibilit5% evi­ 
denced by the testimony of Building Com­ 
missioner W illiams and 
Fire 
M arshal 
Musham, ^as heads of depaitm ents under 
C arter H. H arrison, following this w'eak 
course, has given Chicago inefficient ser­ 
vice which makes such calam ities as the 
Iroquois theatre horror a menace until 
the public service is purged of incom- 
pctente.” 


W illiams was held "for gross neglect of 
duty- in allowing the theatre to open its 
doors when said theatre w'as incomplete 
and did not comply w ith the building or­ 
dinances.” 


Musham was held responsible “for gross 
neglect of duty 4n not enforcing the city 
ordinances and failure to have his subor­ 
dinate, WIlHam Saller.s, fireman a t the 
theatre, report to him the lack of fire ap­ 
paratus.”

Rock Island & Pacific railroad, bet­ 
ter known as the Rock Island sys­ 
tem, will enter Alton and usurp Al­ 
ton bridge, which since the Burling­ 
ton left the first of 190.3 has been 
practically 
abandoned—except 
for 
the bridge accommodation train be­ 
tween Alton and West Alton. 


“The surveying into Alton was 
yesterday afternoon 
completed 
by 
the corps of twelve surv(‘yors, wlio 
arrived in Alton and ar<‘ stopping at 
th<‘ Piasa hotel. 
One of their num­ 
ber, when 
interviewed 
to day, ad- 
miitf'd that tho road was coming into 
Alton and 
work

would start immediat<*ly, the track 
building to beaccompli.shed by several 
ifT(‘rent .s<jis ot' men stationed at 
various divisions along the route that 
has been sun'eyed and outlined. 


“The surveyoiv, who are gathered 
from all parts of the country

set of experts that have held posi­ 
tions ff)r the Rock Island in Texas 
and many miles from here.

weri! hurriedly called togther and 
the cori)s of twelve was mustered to 
work on this special world’s fair 
connection of the big system.

It is un- 
der.stood the Rock Island got a low­ 
er figure than the C., B. tl* Q. for 
rental, as the bridge o\niers and 
tho Burlington men had quarrelled 
so nnich that the bridge people didn’t 
earn much to rent that eomjiany the 
passageway 
anyway. 
The 
Rock 
iKland, it i.-i understood, was success­ 
ful in renting the bridge and tlien 
began the surveying work for the 
extension of their line into Alton. 
The two railroads being quite identi­ 
cal the point the Rock Island scored 
in getting the In’idge was a double 


one, and Avill 
benefit handsomely 
both the Burlington and the 
Rock 
Island, as the Burlington tracks can 
be connected with at West Alton. 


“The new' route, one of the sur- 
vejnng party to da.v informed the 
Sentinel-Democrat, 
commences

Burlington, Iowa, where connection 
was made m th the Rock Island reg­ 
ular system.

Mr. Fred Leroy, editor of the Strea- 
tor (III.) Independent Times, who re­ 
cently spent a Sunday in Zion City and 
beard John Alexander Dowie preach, 
gives in his paper the following 'im­ 
pressions: 


The trip Is an interesting one in 
many respects, find no matter how 
much prejudice one may have against 
the scheme there is plenty to see and 
hear to make a day one of general in­ 
terest 
The excursion ’ trains leave 
Chicago at about 11:30. 
The dis­ 
tance is forty miles along as smooth 
H piece of track as there is in the coun­ 
try, and there is no time lost, the train 
going through 
without 
any 
stops. 
¡When you pay your fare you get the 
first Inkling of Dowie’s ability. 
The 
round trip distance is eighty miles and 
the fare 30 cents, probably the cheap­ 
est rate on any railroad in the country. 
* Arriving at Zion City, the depot pre­ 
sents another wonder. It is a fine largo 
depot, the main waiting room covering 
a space probably 50 by 80 feet Only 
one room is required, as there is no 
tobacco allowed in the town, and the 
place is so clean that lace curtains are 
hung on every window, probably the 
only depot in the United States of which 
this can be said or where it could be 
Üone. 
In one Corner of the waiting 
room Is a fine display of lace curtains 
which on week days are managed by 
some person for commercial profit, 
i Another marked feature of the ex­ 
cursion train is the fact that no use of 
tobacco, whisky, card playing or flirt­ 
ing is allowed. Zion guards are on the 
train and watch it very closely. Of the 
181 on the train the conductor estimat­ 
ed -that 100 were going from curiosity 
find the other eighty-one were members 
of the faith. 
Sometimes among the 
curiosity seekers will be found those 
who rebel at the rules. The conductor 
spoke of one case he had when several 
young fellows started playing cards. A 
Zion guard asked them to stop. They 
refused, stating that no d---- Dowieite 
could stop them. 
The guard sent for 
the conductor. 
He sized the men up, 
their defiant attitude, and then said: 
t “Boys, the rule on this train is that 
no card playing is allowed. The com­ 
pany expects me to enforce this. Now, 
$ make it as a request, but if you in­ 
sist on playing cards, rather than have 
a fight or any trouble, I shall let you 
continúe.” 


One of the men replied, “Well, we 
will stop for you, but we wouldn’t stop 
for that d---- Dowieite.” 


Arriving at Zion City at about noon, 
£he crowd went to the hotel, a 320 room 
structure, where a straight meal was 
served for 25 cents. Everything was 
neat and clean, and one could feel that 
he had no *fear from that regard; in 
fact, situated on the lake, this is one 
feature of Zion City that commends it­ 
self, and this, coupled with regulations 
of a moral nature, in many respects 
makes it a desirable place to live in 
and bring up a family. 
• At 2 o’clock the service begins at the 
tabernacle. Reporters are not allowed 
in the building, and if one should pull 
oüf his book and make notes the an- 
uouncetnent is made by the “deacons,” 
and he is summarily dism iss! from 
the room. 
At the hotel we were in­ 
formed we would have to go early to 
giet a seat They probably banked on a 
big excursion, but such, was not the 
case. The tabernacle holds over 7,000 
people. It has one gallery extending 
around the entire building, and in the 
back part is a third gallery. We should 
Judge' there were about 5,000 people in 
the audience. 
~ 


The services are impressive. 
Mr. 
Dowie drives up from his elegant man­ 
sion in a fine coach drawn by two very 
elegant prancing horses. He is met at 
the back door of the church by about 
fifty guards, among whom we noticed 
one Japanese, a bright looking fellow. 
This guard and the choir then march 
illown the side aisles of the ’first floor 
to the rear of the church, and as they 
start to come up the aisle the 500 voices 
break out in song. In the balcony is a 
large organ. A gentleman leads them, 
and the situation is one of much pomp, 
all members of the choir being dressed 
In'white surplices and ranging in years 
from youth to old age. It ,i^ an im­ 
pressive sight. As they walk to their 
seats, occupying the entire front, Elijah 
III. makes his appearance on the stage.

He excoriated the Re-, 
publicans to some extent, saying! that 
be had no faith in the Republican par­ 
ty either, except so far as the spirit of 
Zion can perm-^'o ?t. claiming the

theocracy with Dowleism. 
He be­ 
moaned the fact that he was not now 
Strang enough t6 control politics, hui

To analyze his. success, and influence 
one would have to spend more time and 
come Into a fuller knowledge and ac­ 
quaintance wiib the man. 
One’s.im- 
presslou would be—a'man of ooosider- 
able force, a great worker, a fighter by 
nature, with the natural pugnacity and 
stick-to-lt-Itiveness. of a Scotchman, a 
man of strong will. But his people are 
Intelligent. 
Many are bright, brainy 
men and women—people who would 
not be caught by a rascal—and in our 
opinion Dowie is no mountebank, no 
rascal. 
He believes in his work, and 
its moral side has the foundation for 
Its success. 


Just think of It! One man in a few 
years has established a new church, a 
new faith; buHt a town of 10,000 peo­ 
ple; attracted people from all parts of 
the world; has missionaries in many 
countries making converts’* From these 
he gets 10 per cent of their wages in 
tithes, and of those in Zion City ail the 
property they possessed in the world 
has been transferred to Dowie. I asked 
a deacon what was an average collec­ 
tion. He replied he did not know; only 
the overseer could tell. There are sev­ 
en overseers who divide all the busi­ 
ness and ecclesiastical responsibility, 
and Dowie is general overseer over all. 
He has made a will, and-in this will 
all his possessions will be given to an­ 
other overseer, who is named by him 
in the will.

The promoter« of the 
plan are seemingly never discouraged, al­ 
though their various bills for that purpose 
have agafri and again failed in eongress. 
Another m easure in th at behalf has just 
.been introduced. 
It proposes to give $12 
per month to every Union soldier who 
served ninety days in the civil w ar, but 
not until after he has reached 62 years of 
age. W ithin three or four yea®* this age 
limit will have run and let in the last sur­ 
vivor. 
The pension is also to go to the 
soldier’s widow if they were legally m ar­ 
ried prior to 1890. The bill is said to m,eet 
the very general approval of the old sol­ 
diers. The soldiers of long service grum ­ 
ble because those who served only ninety 
lays are put upon an equality with them­ 
selves. 


NUMBER ON TH E ROLLS. 


This proposal revives interest in the 
ever-present question of how many of 
these soldiers still survive. 
Throughout 
the four years’ period of the w ar 2,778,304 
men approxim ately were borne on the 
arm y and navy rolls. Deducting seamen 
and marines, 105,963, leaves a superficial 
total of 2,672,341. But this number includes 
thousands of men counted twice and some 
of them even three times. Soldiers under 
President Lincoln’s three m onths’ call af­ 
terward enlisted in the three years’ ser­ 
vice and when that term verged to its 
close they re-enlisted as “veteran volun­ 
teers. ’ Each is carried as a separate en­ 
listm ent and counts as three men in. the 
above grand aggregate of Union soldiers. 
Good authorities estim ate the number of 
such re-enlistm ents a t 550,000, in round 
numbers, but no official compilation of 
them has ever been issued.

followers in the lurch. This sounds 
ridiculous. IJcre is a great life work, 
which in a few years more will demon­ 
strate whether it is to be a success or 
failure. It is a wonderful business en­ 
terprise. Dowie is an old man. 
All 
the pride of his life must be centered 
in his work. There is no more danger 
of his running away from such an en­ 
terprise than there is chance of per­ 
petual motion being made a success. 
It is not in the nature of things. 


But will it be a success? Two years 
should demonstrate this. At the pres­ 
ent time the city cannot be self sup­ 
porting. Not enough labor is employed 
in factories to bring the money from 
the outside world, and those there can­ 
not continue to live on each other. 
From a business standpoint the city 
probably practices the greatest econ­ 
omy of any in the world. One depart­ 
ment store supplies all wants. In an 
average city of 10,000 dozens of store­ 
rooms and hundreds of clerks are re­ 
quired. Here it is all done away with. 
No money is spent in luxuries. Yet 
withal, it is only an experiment, and 
undoubtedly it will take the tithes 
from members in the outside world to 
sustain it for some time to come. Mis­ 
sionaries are building up the faith in 
many countries, and the big organiza­ 
tion may break all past records and be 
a success. But will it? If it collapses, 
those who have their money invested 
will be in an extremely bad shape. 


A large share of the business is done 
by coupon books of $5 and $10 value. 
These books are accepted the same as 
cash, as they are redeemable, at the 
bank in cash. 
But lately, since the 
financial trouble, the bank has refused 
to redeem them until later. I asked au 
intelligent boy if the people believe it 
Would be a success. He replied that all 
^h o were not hypocrites*did. One can 
easily imagine how 
unpleasant it 
/would be in Zion City for a person 
who should lose faith4 
He would be 
classed as a hypocrite, which would 
taboo him more than a scab would be 
in a'labor organization, for nothing is 
as strong as religious fanaticism. 


Zion City is an ideal location for a 
town site. 
Close to the lake, it gets 
the cool breeze. 
Clean and clear Is 
the atmosphere. 
It covers a territory? 
of probably thirty miles square, large 
enough to make a city of 100,000 in­ 
habitants. With great financial shrewd­ 
ness, he has sold in his 1,000 year lease 
plan lots around the outside, and the 
inside is becoming, more valuable every 
day. 
If with the Influx of people, 
bringing their savings, and the tithes 
of converts this town can be. sustained 
for the next two years it may be on a 
financial paying basis. If this should 
occur tlieij movement would be so well 
organiziei it wouldn't stop, and a new 
church and a new faith will have been 
established, and if carried to an ex­ 
treme an autocratic government would 
be - established in this country where 
the general overseer could dictate with 
as high a hand and as great a power

NUMBER OF SURVIVORS. 
Deducting deaths and deserters, 476,775, 
leaves 1,645,566 as the apparent num ber of 
survivors a t the close of the war.- But 
there is still another offset. The m ilitary 
authorities believe th at enormous frauds 
in the state enrollm ents to fill out quotas 
under the various calls and drafts for 
troops, professional bounty jumping, etc., 
foisted upon the rolls at least 150,000 ficti­ 
tious names of persons who never served 
a day. This reduces the approxim ate total 
of survivors at the close of the w ar to 
1,495,460. 
How many of these individual 
soldiers survive now, after a lapse of 
nearly forty years? 
Many, many more 
than most people suppose. 


REDUCTION ESTIMATE. 


In 1896 the record and pension office is­ 
sued a memorandum relative to the prob­ 
able num ber and ages of these survivors. 
It estimated the num ber on June 30 of 
each year from 1890 to 1910 and thence­ 
forward a t the end of each five-year period 
up to 1945, when the last soldier or sailor 
is estim ated to have passed away. 
For 
the sake of comparison the whole number 
of pensioners a t each stated period down 
to the last return is added to the exhibit; 
as follows:

The aggregate of "actual pensioners” 
Include pensioners 
of 
all w ars and all 
classes, among them nearly 260,000 widows, 
The number of civil w ar soldiers on the 
pension rolls June 30, 1903, the last return, 
was 703,456; in 1902, 725,100} in 1901, 735,789; 
in 1900, 741,'905; in 1899, 742,467. F or the year 
ending June 30, 1903," there was a net de 
crease of 21,644 civil w ar pensioners. The 
annual decrease goes on in increased ratio. 


If the foregoing estim ate, of. the rec o il 
and Vension office be approxim ately cor­ 
rect, all but 191,571 of the surviving sol­ 
diers and sailors of the civil w ar are al 
ready borne, bn thé pénsìón rolls. 
It IS 
believèd, however, th at the earlier esti­ 
m ates of their death raté were too great 
and» th at the number of nonpensiuners 
now considerably exceeds 191,571. 
The 
commissioner of pensions six m onths ago 
expressed the official opinion th a t the 
nujmb£r was not less, than 200,000 and pos­ 
sibly reached 225,000. 


LONGEVITY OF PENSIONERS. 


Probably these veterans arti more tena­ 
cious of life than the average 
ojther peo­ 
ple. 
In fact, ^ n s io n experts consider 
them a seleçtêd class, from among whom, 
by the operation of the law of the sur­ 
vival of the fittest, the w eakest were long 
since eliminated, either by . the vicissitudes 
of the w ar itself or their subsequent re­ 
sults. The special favors they, enjoy and 
the cârë devoted? io these aged veterans 
in various w ays probably do tend to pro­ 
long .their, lives beyond the average. This 
theory of the record and pension office, 
however, is entirely against the popular 


supposition that they have been broken in 
health by the hardships suffered in the 
war. 


Most people will jum p to the conclusion 
that sooner or later, under the proposed 
law, every soldier of the civil w ar m ust 
come upon the pension rolls. 
Not so. 
There will be many; thousands of sur­ 
vivors who will never apply for the benefit 
—men in such prosperous circum stances 
that a pension is entirely unnecessary to 
them. 
Another contingent is a consider­ 
able body who imagine them selves too 
proud to apply for a pension, or perhaps 
too patriotic. The ninety-day service re­ 
striction will also cut out a considerable 
number, of survivors. The records disclose 
th at 42,323 officers and men served less 
than ninety days. 
A very large percen­ 
tage of these count among the survivors, 
because they went into the service in the 
last days of the w ar, being generally sev­ 
eral years younger than those who enlist­ 
ed a t the beginning. 


Excluding these classes and discounting 
deaths meanwhile, it is estim ated th at the 
proposed law will ultim ately add not ex­ 
ceeding 100,000 nam es to the pension rolls, 
problematical. 
It is stated on high au­ 
thority th at a service pension, th at is, one 
taking in all survivors, would not add 
more than th at num ber of new nam es to 
the rolls. "In 1895 slightly less than two- 
thirds of the survivors were already on 
the 
pension 
rolls; Jane 30, 1903, three- 
fourths of the survivors had become pen­ 
sioners. 
Yet, strangely enough, in 1895 
(here were more civil w ar soldiers on the 
pension jolls by 32,000 than in 1903. 


MANY MORE YOUNG WIDOWS. 


The estim ate th at the last surviving 
¿oldier will have disappeared prior to 1945 
is doubtless correct, but h is fdemise will 
by no meaijs wipe out the civil w ar pen­ 
sion foil. 
Thousands of their widows 
jvlll remain. 
On June 30, 1903, civil w ar 
widow pensioners numbered 248,391, an in­ 
crease of 24,581 in five years. Their num ­ 
bers will soon begin to show a net de­ 
crease,' notw ithstanding the numerous ad­ 
ditions yet to be made. 
It- is presumed 


that there will be surviving pensioners of 
this class as late as 
forty years after 
the disappearance-of the last Union soi- 
dier. 
At the end -of the last iiseal year 
¿here were still five widows of revolution­ 
ary. soldiers on the pension rolls. 
The 
pensioned widows of the w ar of 1S12 num ­ 
bered 3,115. 
after those wars many 
very old sojdiers married verv young 
women. There was a soldier of. 1S12 stilJ 
carried on the pension roll last year. H i­ 
ram Cronk. of Ava, N. Y. He was then 
102 years old. 


In his last annual report Comrnisslonei 
W are states the aggregate paym ents for 
the annual addition of money expense is 
pensions from July 1, 1790, to July 1, 1865, 
seventy-five years, a t $96,445,141.25. In the 
next thirty-eight years, to June 30 1903, 
the pension disbursem ents of the govern­ 
ment aggregated the stupendous sum of 
$3.0337,S26,0S0.&i, of which sum $95,6-17,934.71 
were for cost, m alntainance and expen­ 
ses of the system, more than all previous 
pension payments. 
The greatest annual 
expenditure for pension account was in 
1S93, $161,774,372.30. 
In 1903 the total was 
$111,752:870.50.

Interesting . Facts 
Gleaned 
From Old Publication Own- 
e<l by M. V. Wyatt.

What we Say we do, we do 


M. V. Wyatt has loaned the Jour­ 
nal two interesting papers 
which 
bring up old times vividly. One of 
them is a piece of the 
Vicksburg 
Daily Citizen of July 2, 1863, and 
breathes the spirit wdiich animated 
the citizens of that part of the land 
about that time. 
One item recalls 
the sore straits to which the people 
of the beleagured city were put for 
the necessaries of life. It says: 
“We are indebted to Major Gilles­ 
pie for il steak of confederate beef, 
alias meat. 
We have tried it and 
assure our friends that if it is ren­ 
dered necessary they need have no 
scruples at eating the mfeat. It is 
sweet, savory and tender and so long 
as we have a mule left we are satis­ 
fied our soldiers will be content to 
sub«i.st on it.” 


A part of another item refer.s to 
a clipipng from the Memphis Bulle­ 
tin. 
H goes on to say: 


“The former editors of this paper 
were pro-southern men and were ar­ 
rested for speaking the truth when 
truth was unwelcome to Yankeedom, 
and placed in the chain gang, w'ork- 
ing at Warrenton, where they now 
are. This paper at present is in d» 
ress and edited by a pink nose<l, sia 
sided, -toad eating Yankee, who 
a lineal descendant of Judah Isca 
riot and a brother germane of the 
greatest 
Puritanical, 
sycophantic 
howling scondrel unhung. Parson 
BrownTow.”’ 


Another item makes rather light 
of the actions of the Union forces be 
sieging the fated city and still an 
other paragraph dilates over the vie 
torious march of Lee northward 
strinking terror into the hearts o 
all Yankeeddom. It adds: 


“To day the mongrel administra­ 
tion of Lincoln, like Japhet, are in 
search of a father, for their old Abe 
has departed for part« unknown anc 
terror reigns in their halls.” 


It should be remembered that i 
da.y or two after the publication o 
this paper VickvSburk serrendered anc 
1x30 was overcome at Gettysburg. O 
course it was war which has been 
aptly described by General Sherman 
and it is a pleasure to remember that 
now we are a united land withou 
an.y of the rancor of the dark days 
of ’61 and '65. 
» 


The paper was printed on the back 
of conion wall paper and was sugges­ 
tive of the difficultie.s of the peo 
pio durine: the si<^e. 


The other is a camp paper pub­ 
lished in the camp of the first divi­ 
sion of the department <?f the west. 
It was called ^-The Proclamation” 
and the first issue, bearing date of 
Dec. 4, 1861, was published at Tip­ 
ton, Mo. The editor was E. F. Chit­ 
tenden of Co. B, l4th 111. Vol. At 
the top of the editorial column arò 
te words of Stephen A. Douglas : 
"There can* be no middle groimd in 
this contest; we must now be patri­ 
ots or traitors.” The paper contains 
a brief history of the 14th Illinois 
regiment. «Tohn M. Palmer was the 
first colonel and A. K. Johnson the 
lieutenant - colonel. Later William 
Cam^ formerly of this county, was 
iieut<»iant colonel of the regiment. 
The nam^ of Hr, Wyatt appears as 


paper has the following to say: 


“This body was formed at Jack-jAIiL WINTER GOODS 
son ville, m., ^lay 11, and sworn** in- ; 
to service May 25 by Captain Pitch-1 
er. While quartered here the mem-1 
bers of the regiment received many 
expression* of kindness and atetntion 
from the good people of Jacksonville 
which made the transition from home 
comforts to camp fare far from dis­ 
agreeable. 
On the 13th 
of June, 


\vhile a national flag, presented by 
the ladies of Jacksonville, w’as being 
rai-s^ed a sad accident occurred. By 
the preipature discharge of a cannon, 
which was being u.scd in honor of 
the occasion John G. Stiglcbouer of 
Co. B, had both hands blown off. He 
was very quickly taken care of by 
Supt. Gillett of the deaf and dumb.” 


The articles clo.ses after narrating 
other inci<ient.«!,“Our future is know^n 
only to Him who ‘seeth the end from 
begiiming.' ” 


Among other items of news scsit- 
tered through the ])aiK‘r, which is 
certainly a splendid i>iece of work 
cons^idering the 
difficulties 
under 
which the compositors mu>;i 
have 
W’orked are the following: 


“John C\ 
Breckinridge 
escaped 
from J.,exingtou by .skulking in a 
buggy behind a small nigger, and 
James B. Clay, loaded w'ith all sort 
of w'eapons, was captured by a small 
white bo3%”—Louisville Journal. 


“At the conclusion of this war we 
shall have in the field over :>00,0<Mi 
veteran soldiers; and our navy will 
compri.se over 200 ships of war, and 
we shall have a naval 
brigade of 
about 50,000 men. Let European gov­ 
ernments be careful then, how^ they 
treat us during the continuance of 
War, for when we have .«et tied one 
domestic trouble, the slightest word 
of insult or provocation 
may let 
loose upon Canada and Cuba this ter­ 
rible force, and .sweep the ‘last ves­ 
tige of monarchical rule from this 
conf inent.‘ ” 


In striking type appears the follow- 
mg: “Lost! iiost!! 
A volume of 
Shake.speares plays belonging to . the 
undersigned, who will be thankful 
to ‘ all the world and the rest of 
mankind’ for the return of the .same. 
S. S. IMnce,
